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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The reply filed on 1 1/1 0/04 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because: the 
response does not include any further election of Group I-A. The restriction requirement (dated 
6/30/04) in paragraphs 10 and 1 1 required applicant(s) to elect inventions of either Group I-Al 
or Group I-A2, if Group I-A was elected. While the applicant(s) did elect the invention of Group 
I-A in the response filed on 1 1/10/04, the applicant(s) did not further elect either one of Groups 
I-Al or I-A2 . Therefore, the prior Office Actions (Restriction Requirement, dated 6/30/04, and * 
the Miscellaneous Letter, dated 10/25/04), each have not been fully complied with. Since the 
period for reply set forth in the prior Office action has expired, this application will become 
abandoned unless applicant corrects the deficiency and obtains an extension of time under 37
